tending. Each oven was calculated 
to hold seven thousand eggs, ana the 
fuel by whick it was heated consisted 
of chopped straw and dung, but for- 
|the ast teu days of the hatching, the 
| energy ,was supplied altogether by 
ithe -hickens themselves. 

| Jt is the commonest errcr of those 
{operating our mode. incubators to 
use too mucl heat, especially toward 
the end of the period, and now we 
may learn frcm the old Egyptians how 
not to do things as well as how to 
do them. The use of the straw and 
other light fuel shows thet the Egyp- 
tians were most careful to avoid too 
intense heat at any time. We dhought 
that we were the first to use incuba- 
tors, but we are fifty centuries be- 
hind the times.

From the Ocean to the Prairies 
is Advocated 

Advocating the construction of an 
inland waterway from the ocean to 
the prairies. as the most practical 
way of making the raising of grain a 
more profitable undertaking, Mr. C. 
A. Dunning of Regina. a member of 
the Saskatchewan Commission on 
Grain Marketing, in addressing the 


| Regina Board of Trade, advanced ar- 


guments proving the necessity for 
such a Waterway. Mr. Dunning = is 
manager of the Saskatchewan Co-up- 
erative Elevator Company, with head- 
quarters at Regina, and in view of the 
investigations carried out by the com- 
mission of which he Was a member, 
is well able to deal with the question 
of “Marketing of Saskatchewan 
Grain.” 

in the course of his remarks Mr. 
Dunning said: “The marketing of 
grain at a country elevator is a com- 
mon scene in Saskatchewan. Here 
you see farmers marketing their grain 
in the most common of all methods. 
You even see a team of oxen. The 
grain is weighed on a platform, which 
has a special arrangement for dump- 
ing the grain into the pit, from which 
it is elevated to the top of the eleva- 
tor. Later on when it is desired to 
load the grain into cars, it is again 
let into a pit and then elevated and 
loaded into the cars direct from the 
top of the elevator. 

“A more up to date meihod of haul- 
ing grain to the elevator, is by means 
of the gasolene tractor, and big grain 
tanks, each of which holds 120 bushels 
of grain. This grain is elevated to 
the top of the elevator and let run 
down directly into the vars. In the 
background it is possible to see a 
string of empty tanks being drawn 
away. When a grain blozkade oc- 
curs, it is customary to see temporary 
bins erected by farmers alongside the 
railway track. Luckily no such 
blockades occurred during 1913, and 
it Was unnecess ry to adopt such me- 
thods.. 

“The next step is where the car- 
load has been loaded, the railway com 
pany has taken charge, and the grain 
has been taken to Winnipeg. When 
the grain arrives here, it is ready for 
the Dominion government ‘nspection 
department, First a man 
along and unseals the car. He also 
leaves a bag a the bottom of the Joor. 
Number two comes along, and he has 
in his hand ¢ ‘“‘stabber,” and also a 
cloth. He climbs right into the car, 
The stabber is a hollow brass tube

are Still Roaming the Wilds 
of Northern Albert 


Canada consisting of stuntec forests 
and open gr-sslands and muskeg, of 
which practically nothing is known 


save what can be ga.sered from the 


stories of .rappers and explcrers who 
have penetrated the northern wilder- 
ness. 

Such a country exists on the ex- 
|treme northern boundary of Alberta, 
; West of the Slave River, and from this 
}country have come rumors of large 
bands of wild buffalo, the only rem- 
nants, which once roamed the west- 
ern plains. 

To verify these rumors snd to take 
steps to prevent the extinction of 
these herds, the Forestry Branch of 
the Dominion Government sent out a 
party, working under Mr. A. J. Bell, 
the Government agent at Fort Smith. 
His report reads like a book of adven- 
ture. 

Tho existence of at least three 
herds of buffalo was proved, each herd 
consisting of bults, cows dnd® yéar- 
lings to the number of about forty-five. 
In appearance they closely resemble 
the plains buffalo, of which they are 
the remnants, but, being forced by 
necessity to live in the hilly wooded 
regions remote from settlement, they 
have changed their habi.3s somewhat, 
and are fleetcr of foot and more agile 
than their ancestors of the plains. 

In summer they may be found in 
twos and threes roaming through the 
birch woodlands, but in winter they 
travel in large hands for greater se- 
curity against the wolves. 

In winter, when passing from one 
feeding ground to enother they travel 
in single file through the snow, mak- 
ing a narrow trai! on which the snow 
is packed as hard as a oc’. When 
| they come to a grass-grown slough or 
meadow, they stay there until all the 
feed is exhausted and tha whole area | 
is compact » trampled down. 

Unlike the western horses, which 
paw the snow away with the'r front 
feet, the buffalo uses its huge head 

a shovel and scatters the snow in 
clouds in order to reach the grass be- 
neath. When alarmed, the old bulls 
stand on suard in the rear, while the 
cows and yearlings make good their 
cseape.
